The contest for political power Is always 


the same, no m atter how much it seems to 


change. 


In a country that relies on armed revolu­ 


tion for changing the political guard, the 


revolutionists always call themselves “ liber­ 
als’* and the defenders always are called 
“ reactionaries.** 
In the United States, it is pretty much the 
same. The power struggle in the new Con­ 
gress is between “ liberals** and “ reaction­ 
aries.” as could be expected. But it is more 
than happenstance that the liberalism of the 
liberals is tinged with reaction and the con­ 
servatism of the reactionaries is tinged with 
liberalism. The names don’t mean anything. 
Even the paragons of analysis who claim 
these days to be able to classify congressmen 
according to the way they voted are baffled 
by the criss-crossing of views and opinions. 
It raises the question whether “liberal” 
and “conservative” are used merely to keep 
opposing factions from getting mixed up in 
the fray, in the same way that members of 
opposing team s wear uniforms of a different 
hue. 
Everybody is playing the same g a m e - 
political power. Rep. Sam Rayburn, Dem­ 
ocratic speaker of the House of Representa­ 
tives, is playing the same game as his old 


friend. Rep. Joseph Martin, who has been 
Republican speaker on the rare occasions 
when “ Mister Sam” was out of the game. 
Each has been under attack by “ liberals.** 
Could it be that in politics “ liberals” are 
the attackers and the “ conservatives** the 
defenders — and that what they stand for is 
less important than whether they are in or 
out of power? 
Eventually, new ideas become old ideas, 
and revolutionists become transformed into 
the enemies of revolution. Today’s progres­ 
sives 
become 
tomorrow’s 
reactionaries, 
longing for the good old days when their 
Ideas were fresh and challenging. 
The outs finally get in, whereupon the ins 
adopt the slogans of the outs and talk about 
reforms and progressive ideas. The “ sons of 
the wild jackass” bray endlessly in the wild­ 
erness, and the “young Turks” come and go. 
As they grow into “ old Turks,** however, 
they try to hang on to their power and their 
prerogatives. Thus, they become “conserva­ 
tives” ; i.e., one who hangs on too long—the 
last leaf on the tree. 
Other than that, “ conservative” 
has 
no 
clear meaning any more. It is as muddy 
and uncertain as “ liberals.” It is almost as 
fuzzy as “ progressive.” In short, it is a 
dirty name that politicians call one another 
when they are in a tussle for political power.

Business got so bad at the Havana hotels 
that guests began to ask for bulletins as well 
as breakfast in bed. 
Havana has long been a favorite winter va­ 
cation ground for Americans, and may re­ 
sume its pleasure status soon. But a revolu­ 
tion is not the American idea of tropical en­ 
tertainm ent. 


AMERICANS FLOCKED to Havana for 
nightclubs, gambling casinos and gay life. But 
early winter disturbances filled them with the 
fear that they might need to play roulette in 
an armored vest. 
Unless Castro restores order fast, which he 
may, Miami and other southern vacation 
spots will be beneficiaries. The only w?ar 
around Miami is between guests with and 
without reservations. All the fighting there is 
over beach chairs, cabanas, and places in 
mutuel-window lines. 
A revolutionist could get control only if he 
became a nightclub sensation, cut mutuel tic­ 
kets to 50 cents, and guaranteed a better 
form at dog tracks. 


It is to preserve the dollar’s status as the 
world’s most sought-after symbol of value. It 
is to give the international community con­ 
fidence in monetary exchange with the Unit­ 
ed States and in the financial responsibility 
of the U.S. government, a prim ary source 
of international credit. 
There is a scare over the dollar’s long- 
range future. Sooner or later, the United 
States either must prove to the world its 
currency is backed by a solid sense of fi­ 
nancial responsibility, or dollars will be de­ 
preciated as disastrously as pounds, francs 
and rubles have been depreciated. 
This is President Eisenhow’er’s motive to 
protect the dollar. Spendocrats will never 
mention it. He, himself, cannot say too much 
about it. lest he undermine the faith he is 
trying to strengthen. His sense of executive 
responsibility will be used against him in 
blasts against his leadership by irresponsible 
men getting ready to coax votes by promot­ 
ing bigger and better distributions of ever- 
cheaper money to citizens they estim ate are 
too dumb to understand the deception. 
If the President is doomed to lose the bat­ 
tle of the budget, as everyone is predicting, it 
behooves every citizen to know what the is­ 
sue is: Whether or not dollars are worth 
saving?

Bitter Fights Loom For Labor

There is only one man in the 
United States across whose desk 
flash the first faint angry words 
of all labor conflicts. Many of

strikes. For a view of things to 
come, this column asked the fol­ 
lowing questions of Mr. Finnegan, 
because his guesses are the most

Q. What do you think will be 
some of the “ sticky” issues in

A. There are over 150 m ajor col­ 
lective bargaining agreements cov­ 
ering upwards of 44 million work­ 
ers that will come up for negotia­ 
tion in 1959. I have no way of pre­ 
dicting which one is going to be 
the 
most 
troublesome, 
because 
labor relations seldom follow a set 
script. 
Without even 
dusting off my 
crystal ball, I think it is safe to 
say that a troublesome rumble is 
in prospect in the oil industry’ in 
the very near future. The union is 
asking for a 25-cent package deal 
and m anagement has taken the 
position that this is unwarranted 
and inflationary. 
It has indicated that it will 
strenuously resist the union de­ 
mands. More intense feeling is 
building up in these negotiations 
than has been characteristic in the 
past 
several 
years 
and 
things 
could get explosive. 


growing feeling that profits are 
not as high as the productivity 
factor indicates they should be. 
The toughening up process has 
been 
accelerated 
somewhat 
by 
some developments during the re­ 
cent recession. 
During this period of lower sales, 
management examined many of its 
production methods, standards and 
processes and found them to be 
outdated and uneconomic. By in­ 
troducing new methods and tighten­ 
ing up on incentive standards and 
the like, management found it 
could compensate in a m easure for 
lower sales. 
Many management representa­ 
tives concluded that the way to 
improve profits was not merely by 
playing for increased sales but by 
getting the production to which 
they felt they were entitled from 
the working force. 
A concomitant of this effort was 
a drive by management to assert 
a firm er control of discipline and 
authority in order to implement 
these production changes. I think, 
too, in some industries there is a 
mounting resistance to company- 
wide bargaining on the theory that 
geographical 
wage 
differentials 
should be recognized by unions 
rather than putting a flat price 
tag on a particular job wherever 
performed. 
On the labor side, too, there has 
been mounting pressure attribut­ 
able in some m easure to rank-and- 
file pressure on labor leaders to 
get money increases to offset the 
increase in the cost of living.

Labor Talks With Mikoyan

WASHINGTON 
American labor leaders and An­ 
astas I. Mikoyan had lunch and a 
hot discussion. 
But the Soviet deputy premier 
didn’t reveal any secrets while he 
was the guest of the unionists. 
They later gave their account 
of what happened in a memoran­ 
dum prepared as a record of the 
conversation. 
One notable stay-away was AFL- 
CIO President George Meany. But 
Jam es B. Carey, a long-time fight­ 
er against Communists in Ameri­ 
can unions, was there. He said he 
thought a frank talk with Mikoyan 
might 
have 
done 
some 
good, 
couldn’t do harm. 
Besides Carey, president of the 
International Union of Electrical 
Workers, others present included 
Walter Reuther, president of the 
United Auto Workers, and Joseph 
A. Beirne, president of the Com­ 
munications Workers of America. 
Carey, Reuther and Beirne are 
also vice presidents of the AFL- 
CIO. 
In part, this was the account of 
what happened: 
Carey blamed the Soviets for 
trying after the war to dominate 
the World Federation of Trade Un­ 


ions, when American unionists got 
fed up and walked out. 
Mikoyan 
admitted 
the 
Soviet 
trade union movement had made 
a mistake but said the Americans 
had, too, in that post-war period. 
And he added: Two neighbors who 
had made a mistake shouldn't let 
a mistake dominate their future. 
Reuther 
criticized 
the 
Soviet 
propaganda 
line 
that 
pictures 
American workers as wage slaves. 
Carey went into detail on the evo­ 
lutionary 
improvements 
in

American labor movement since 
Mikoyan was here in the 1930s.

and constantly used this as an in­ 
centive and example to the Soviet 
workers to improve their produc­ 
tion.

curity and better fringe benefits. 
These are only a few of the 
factors which have contributed to 
a tougher bargaining attitude on 
both sides of the collective bargain­ 
ing table. 
From where I sit, there appears 
to be a good likelihood of a more 
active collective bargaining scene 
than we saw during the past year. 
Q. Tell us something about the 
problems the Federal Mediation 
and Conciliation Service has run 
into in connection with the con­ 
struction of guided missile bases, 
such as Cape Canaveral and other 
launching sites. 
A. There has been a rash of 
jurisdictional squabbles from tim e 
to time but by and large—knock 
on wood—there have been no m ajor 
problems in this field. Sure, there 
have been some troublesome “ dust 
ups” due to refusal of dues-payirrg 
union men to work alongside em­ 
ployes of non-union contractors. 
There have been divergent phil­ 
osophies between the U.S. Army 
Engineer Corps and the Army Air 
Force with regard to contract let­ 
ting which has been troublesome 
but so far our mediators, with the 
assistance of the Air Force and 
Engineers labor liaison representa­ 
tives. have been able to keep things 
under control. 
We have set up machinery with­ 
in the Mediation Service to follow 
and quickly take action when we 
spot situations that call for actual 
or preventive mediation. 
Federal mediators keep close 
tabs on developments at all of 
the bases scattered throughout the 
country and report directly to me 
when they detect a situation that 
might blow up with resultant inter­

Communist activity has lately 
been noticeable, too, in Venezuela, 
where American oil companies now 
are being harassed as the gov<y*n- 
ment there is prodded by the radi­ 
cals. 
What should the policy of the 
United States

toward

Central and South American gov­ 
ernments that are responsive to 
Communist influence? To withhold 
recognition 
or 
to 
withdraw

when once granted means an in­ 
tensification of the friction. 
The strategy used in the Middle 
E ast — to try, by getting inside a 
country, to 
checkmate 
Commu­ 
nist tactics — m ay also be feasible 
in this hemisphere. No line of pol­ 
icy, however, can be laid out with 
exactness, as each case has its 
own special circumstances. 


THERE IS PARTICULAR s i g- 
nificance, therefore, in the compre­ 
hensive report just filed with Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower by Dr. M i l t o n 
Eisenhower, president of J o h n s 
Hopkins University. 
In the last few years the Presi­ 
dent’s brother has been giving a lot 
of time, without compensation, to 
government missions studying the 
Latin American problem. He has 
not only made official visits to 
many countries but has partici­ 
pated in lengthy conferences with 
government officials here. He says 
in his report: 
“ I believe the suggestion of Vice 
President Nixon is s o u n d and 
would be applauded by Latin Amer­ 
ica itself — that we have an ‘a 
brazo’ (embrace) for Democratic 
leaders and a formal handshake 
for dictators. Trivial as they m ay 
sound, I recommend that it be our 
official policy in relations with 
Latin American l e a d e r s and 
nations. 
“ We have made some honest 
m istakes in our dealings with dic­ 
tators. For example, we decorated 
several of them. Most Latin Amer­ 
ican nations did the same, and in 
grander style. Whatever reason im­ 
pelled them and us to take those 
actions, I t h i n k , in retrospect, 
we were wrong. 
“ I recommend that we refrain 
from granting special recognition 
to a Latin American dictator, re­ 
gardless of the tem porary advant­ 
age that might seem to be prom­ 
ised by such an act. 
“I most emphatically do no* be­ 


lieve that we should withdraw our 
program s from 
Latin American 
countries which are ruled by dic­ 
tators. We should not withdraw or 
diminish our technical assistance 
program s, 
d i p l o m a t i c 
mis­ 
sions, loans, 
or other activities. 
Reasoning which caused one to feel 
that we should do so would lead 
logically to the conclusion that 
throughout the world we should 
cease cooperating with any nation 
in which democracy is not com­ 
plete. Patiently, such a p o l i c y 
paralyze the conduct of all foreign 
relations. 


“ NON RECOGNITION and non­ 
cooperation would not help another 
nation achieve democracy. M o s t 
peoples w a n t freedom, 
though 
many have never experienced it. 
By cooperating with them, even 
through dictators — by keeping 
open the lines of com m unication- 
one m ay hope that a growing 
understanding of the s t r e n g t h 
glory, and basic morality of democ­ 
racy will enable the people of a 
harshly ruled country to achieve 
and maintain democratic institu­ 
tions of their own design. 


“We must be careful in decid­ 
ing which leader deserves a m ere 
handshake and which an 'abrazo.* 
“ In Latin American one finds 
widely varying degrees of free­ 
dom. At least one nation w’hich 
today is labeled by some a ‘dic­ 
tatorship* has greater freedom of 
the press, of assembly, of speech, 
of worship and of reserach and 
teaching, than do several others 
which are generally conceived to 
be democratic. 
“ An important consideration, it 
seems to me, is the direction a na­ 
tion is taking. 
“Throughout Latin America, a 
strong and irresistible trend to­ 
ward freedom and democracy is 
evident. We s h o u l d watch this 
trend in each country, 
and 
en­ 
courage it in any way that m ay 
be appropriate, without violating 
the fundamental policy of non­ 
intervention.” 


THE FOREGOING excerpt is an 
illustration of the complexities en­ 
countered in trying to encourage 
the cause of freedom without an­ 
tagonizing 
a 
dictator who can 
harass American companies that 
have invested many millions in his 
country. If a “dictator” doesn’t re­ 
ceive the “ s p e c i a I decorations’* 
which he covets so as to enhance 
his standing in his own country, he 
gets miffed, and diplomacy finds 
itself with vexatious problems. 
Yet it is important not to be­ 
come too fraternal with the dicta­ 
tors and this could conceivably 
apply also 
to 
“Summit”, 
c o n ­ 
ferences with Khrushchev. 
Looking back now, the Geneva 
Conference of 1955 was a mistake, 
as it tended to discourage t h e 
champions of freedom in the cap­ 
tive countries. 
“De 
facto” 
recognition 
m ay 
seem “ practical” from a m aterial 
viewpoint but in the l o n g run 
Am erica’s moral force can best be 
exerted by withholding full rec- 
ogition from any government until 
there has been a free election and 
some f o r m of constitutional ad­ 
ministration has been f i r ifl I y 
established.

Shared In Benefits 


William 
J. 
McCauley, 
district 
m anager of the Youngstown So­ 
cial Security Office, reported today 
that an estimated $25,573,296 was 


paid to 33.614 residents of Mahon­ 


ing and Columbiana Counties, the 
area served by the local office, 
during 1958. 
In Mahoning, it was estimated 
that $1,828,984 in monthly benefits 
was paid to 24.199. including 34* 
between 50 and 65. who are totally 
and permanently disabled, and in 
Columbiana 
County. 
$735,392 
in 
monthly benefits was paid to 9.415. 
including 158 disability cases. 
McCauley said this compares to 
actual benefit payments during 1957 
amounting to $21,544 164 received 
by 29.524. not including disability 
benefits. In Mahoning. 20.674 were 
paid $1 288.251 per month, and in 
Columbiana County, 8.850 w e r e 
paid $507 096 per month. 
Most of the payments last year 
went to retired workers — 23.858 
in Mahoning and 9.257 in Colum­ 
biana 
McCauley said the remainder 
consisted of payments to wives o. 
retired employees 62 or over, young 
widows with a child or children in 
their care, widows 62 or older, 
children under 18 and dependent 
parents of deceased wage earners * 
The total of 499 disabled also in­ 
cluded payments made to a dis­ 
abled unmarried son or daughter 
18 years of age or older, if the 
disability began before that birth­ 
day. 
McCauley said recent 
amend­ 
ments, which lowered the retire­ 
ment age of women from 65 to 62. 
as well as permitting full benefits 
paid to widows at 62 rather than 
65. increased the number of bene­ 
ficiaries during 1958. 
Starting with this month, bene­ 
fit payments will be increased by 
about 7 per cent. The payment for 
January, received during the first 
week in February will show up in 
larger checks being received as 
follows: 
Minimum 
payment 
of 
$30 
a 
month will increase to $33 
Maximum payments of $108 50 
will increase to $116 
Family benefit payment, now a 
maximum of $200. will increase to 
$254. 
The wage base for employes and 
self-employed increased from $4.- 
200 to $4 800 Jan. I. and the tax 
rate increased to 2 4 percent for 
employe and employer and 34 per­ 
cent for self-employed. 
Commenting on the assets of the 
trust fund from which benefits are 
paid. McCauley said more than $22 
billion remained at the close of 
1957. 
The district m anager listed four 
times when it is necessary and es­ 
pecially important to contact the 
Social Security office: 
1 — At retirem ent age of 62 
for women and 65 for men. 
2 — At age 72. even if working 
full time, as benefits would be 
m ade even if one continues to work. 
3 — When a worker who was 
covered by social security dies. 
4 — When totally and perm a­ 
nently disabled before reaching age 
65.

Miss., school if 
he transferred from Auburn where 
he is now a third-semester stu­ 
dent. This, in effect, gave Fuell 
a clean bill of health at any 
NCAA - member school except 
those in the Southeastern Confer 
ence. 
Within a few hours after the ml 
ing, it was announced at Hatties­ 
burg that Fuell had entered Mis­ 
sissippi Southern. He already had 
been accepted for the winter term 
which began Tuesday.

The result of a decline attribut­ 
ed to the holiday season, Munici­ 
pal Court collected $1,382 less in 
December than November — $3,- 
560 last month as compared with { 
$4,942 in the preceding month — 
Clerk Harold L. Powell reported 
today. 
The court turned over $3,092 to 
the city treasury last month, $1,- 
231 less than the $4,323 in Novem­ 
ber. Both November and Decem­ 
ber revenue were down from Oc­ 
tober, in which the court collect­ 
ed $7,830 and turned over $7,350 
to the city. 
The court handled a total of $6,- 
969 in December, down $1,286 from 
the $8,155 recorded in November. 
The funds handled last month in­ 
cluded $4,031 in the civil branch 
and $2,938 in the criminal branch. 
The money includes receipts from 
trusteeships and judgments in civ­ 
il actions and refunded bonds in 
criminal cases. 
The December r e v e n u e was 
made up of $405 in costs from 
civil cases and $2,687 in fines, 
costs and forfeitures in criminal 
actions. In addition to the amount 
paid the city, the court turned over 
$137 to the state as its share of 
fines resulting from Highway Pa­ 
trol cases, $255 to the county— 
also from state cases—and $75 to 
the Law Library Association. 
A breakdown of December cas­ 
es showed: 50 civil 
actions filed, 
37 disposed of and 
168 left pend­ 
ing; 58 city criminal cases filed, 
60 disposed of and 
12 left pend­ 
ing, and 24 state criminal cases 
filed, 27 disposed of and 63 left 
pending.
